OF ITS OWN KIND. 


No Need of Snow—People e to 
Enjoy the Day Without IteRecord of 
Five Years Proves Ite-Muad, and Fog, 
and Rain the Useal Concomitants=Noat 
an Inviting Holiday Eve Latest Prom- 


ise Is fot a Drop in Temperature to 22 
Degrees This Morning. 1 


Another green Christinas; which should 
mean, according to ancient proverb; a rush- 
ing business for all the cemetery companies 
all the way from Rosehill to Waldneim. 
However, the Christmas of 1894 promises to 
be green only in the technical sense that. it is 
a Christmas without snow. Asa flat matter 
of fact it is a gray Christmas: a muddy, oozy, 
foggy Christmas; at least Christmas eve is 
that, and the all-wise Weather Bureau last 
night held out no promise of improvement 
| beyond the curt prediction: Fair and slight- 
ly colder.” 

Today may be slightly colder, but the ordi- 
nary citizen will be ready to put up dollars to 
crullers it won't be fair. At any rate, fair, 
foggy, or foul, there is no ghost of a prospect 
for snow this Christmas. are some old- 
fashioned folks who think Christmas is a fail- 
ure withdut snow. All the Christmas pictures 
have snow; the English ones show devout 
cottagers setting out for morning church serv- 
ices through an unbroken white level, leaving 
large, deep tracks behind them. In America 
the artists are fond of depicting corpulent old 
Santa Claus scurrying around on runners in a 
regular snow flurry; or a group of riotous 
youngsters dragging a Christmas tree home 
over unbroken drifts. But traditions are up- 
set. Snow does not come to Chicago with 
Christmas—not very often. The bald cold 
records of the Weather Bureau prove it. Chi- 
cago runs to green Christmases. 


Green Christmases the Rule, 


Look at the record of other Christmas 
days: 

1893—Deceptively clear for a while in the 
morning; then clouds, then rain, then snow-—a 
feeble attempt, it melted as it fell. The mercury 
hung around the freezing point all day, the low- 
est being 30° above zero. Cola wave flag run up 
at f o'clock. What might be called a nasty day. 

1892—Cloudy till 10 o'clock, then clear, A 
light fall of snow in the morning—it turned to 
slop as fast as it hit the pavement. Cold enough, 
though, for anybody's Christmas; thermometer 
from 10° above to 2° below. 

1891—Cloudy all day. foggy in the morning, 
high winds all day ; a nice, wet, chilly rain Christ- 
mas eve and Christmas afternoon. Lowest ther- 
mometer, 34°. 

1890—Cloudy all day, no snow worth mention- 
ing, north and northeast winds; floating ice in 
the lake half a mile out. Just cold enough to 
freeze all day. 

[980-2 eaow end. an vain, oct even ice, The 
lowest temperature was 33°. Not an ideal 
Christmas by any means. 

So it goes for years back. Snow isa nuis- 
ance, anyhow; it balls up under the cable 
cars and makes blockades, and it impedes the 
express wagons, which are Santa Claus’ depu- 
ties; it gets into area ways and it takes the 
Christmas shine off one’s shoes. Still Chica- 
go could get along just as well without mud 
and fog. There was plenty ot both yesterday. 
There may be enough left over for today.

Muggy weather will not leave with Christ- 
mas, if the records of the past mean anything. 
For twenty-four years January has been a 
cloudy month, often characterized by drizzle 
and other disagreeable features. During that 
time the mean temperature has been 
24 degrees, so that next month will 
probably stick pretty close to the 
freezing point or a little below. 
The warmest month was that of 1880. with 
an average of 40°, while the coldest month 
was that of 1893, with an average of 12°. 
The highest temperature was 65°, Jan. 1, 
1876, and the lowest temperature was 20° be- 
low, Jan. 9, 1875. The greatest amount of 
snowfall recorded in any twenty-four consec- 
utive hours (record extending to winter of 
1884.’5 only) was 8 inches, Jan. 20, 1886. 
The average number of clear days for Janu- 
ary was 7, and partly cloudy days and cloudy

TEXAS OOURT-ROOM SENSATION. 


Jadge Clint at Dallas Intimates a Juror

DAMAGE BY THE EUROPEAN STORM. 


Reports from Amsterdam and London Show 
Great Loss of Life and Property. 
Ameranvam, Dec. 24.—The damages at Rot- 
terdam by the storm is estimated at 500,000 
floring ($1,000,000). Out of 185 fishing 
Boats oviohgung to that port twenty-five foun- 
dered and fifty ‘were badly damaged. 
Throughout North Holland, where the storm 
raged with extreme violence, the damage is 
tremendous. The loss in live stock is great, 
many cattle and sheep having been drowned. 
The Island of Marken, in the Zuyder Zee, ten 
miles northeast of Amsterdam, was almost 
submerged. The dike along the banks of the 
Yessel River gave way under the great strain 
and the water rushing through swept a loco- 
motive off the track. The land ends of 
the submarine cables near Haarlem, whith 
are usuaily six feet deep in the 
sand, were laid dare. the wind having blown the 
sand away to that depth. The storm news 
from various parts of the coast shows. that 
the damage done has been much greater than 
was at first supposed. The north sea beach 
in every direction has been washed away 
from fourteen to twenty feet, and many fish- 
ing vessels which had been drawn up on the 
beach have been destroyed. The ‘port of 
Flushing has been greatly damaged. The 
German bark Caroline has been wrecked off 
the coast, Tenof her crew were drowned 
and seven were saved. Several vessels in dis- 
tress have been sighted at various points, 
Loxpom, Dec. 24.—The telegraph lines in 
the northern part of Great Britain are stil] 
down and the fullamount of damage by the 
storm isnot known. It is estimated, how. 
vor, that from 50 to 100 persons lost their 
lives daring the. progress of the gale. The

CULLOM AND THE POOLING BILL. 

Is it Senator Cullom's intention to keep his 
mouth shut regarding the bill to legalize pool- 
ing and put an end to railroad competition 
until after the Legislature has acted on the 
Senatorial question? Thus far he has ex- 
pressed himself but once concerning the bill, 
and that was indirectly, through his Chicago 
organ, 

The special Washington correspondent of 
that paper explained some weeks ago that 
Cullom had nothmg to do with that provision 
of the inter-State commerce law which de- 
clared that railroad competition must not 
ceace, and that roads must not voluntarily or 


| otherwise form pools to plunder shippers sys- 


tematically and harmoniously. To that most 
admirable provision has been due in great 
part a small but steady reduction in rates 
durimg the last seven years. 

Reagan of Texas insisted on this provision. 
Cuilom fought it. The former had the strong- 
er will and. he carried his point. Cullom be- 
lieved in legislation which would keep rates 
from falling and which would transfer in- 
creasing amounts of. money from the pockets 
of the farmers and consumers of Illinois to 
the treasuries of the railroad companies. 

He did not have hia way, but he was shrewd 
enough not to let it be known that he had 


people. On the contrary, he allowed the im- 
pression to prevail that he had been the great 
champion of the people, That gained him 
hig reélection in 1889. He has held office for 
six years under false pretenses, 

The House has passed a bill, which is now 
in the Senatorial crypt, to repeal that provis- 
ion of the inter-State commerce law which 
Cullom fought strenuously but unsuccessfully 
seven years ago. The repeal is not asked for 
by Cullom’s constituents or by the citizens of 
any of the Western States, for they know it 
will not benefit them. Itisto be passed for 
the benefit of the Eastern and European stoc«- 
} holders of American railroads, and especialiy 
of those roads which have the most water in 
their stock and the largest quantities of sec- 
ond, third, and fourth mortgage bonds. The 
stockholders would like to have dividends on 
their stock, though it represents nothing, and 
to be able to pay interest on all these bonds, 
though many ot them were not > for value 
received. 

The bili is designed for such ‘ends. rather 
than for those older and conservative ones 
centering here, whose bonds were honestly 
issued, whose stock really represents some- 
thing, and which as a consequence have little 
trouble about paying dividends and interest. 
The Illinois Central, the Lake Shore, Rock 
Igland, Alton, Michigan Central, Fort Wayne, 
amd Northwestern do not need to impose high- 
er rates on shippers for the purpose of giving 
a value to stock which would be valueless oth. 
er wise. 

Cullom has come home from Washmgton

luture meets and to impress on them the 
necessity of sending him back to Washmgton 
for six years more. Will he between now and 
the time when the election is held tell the peo-

THE WAR IN CHINA, 


At the opening of the Japanese Parliament 
yesterday the speecli from the throne con- 
gratulated the people upon the victories 
achieved by the armies in every engagement 
and boasted with good reason that in spite of 
cold and hardships they were still pressing 
forward in the enemy’s territory. In conclu- 
sion, the wish was expressed to promote the 
civilization of the country,“ and Parliament 
wos enjoined to take notice of the state of 
affairs at home and abroad, and by securing 
harmony between the government and the 
people assist in the furtherance of the im. 
perii wishes.” With victory after victory 
won over a nation ten times as big ae them. 
selves and with treaties negotiated with for- 
eien powers recognizing them and treating 
with them hereafter as a civilized nation, the 
Japanese people ought to havea merry Christ- 
mus today if Christmas has any significance 
for them. 

The announcement from the throne is con- 
firmed by the latest news from the seat of 
war. After a hard fight of five hours 
Sunday the Chinese army under Gen. Lung 
was beaten and put to flight by the Japanese 
under Gen. Kasura, the fighting bemg hand 


to hand. 4 dispatch from Shangbai also 


brings the news that the third Japanese 
army bas landed west of Chee Foo and capt. 
ured the seaport of Lai Chow in the Province 
of Chan Fung. The néws from every en- 
counter, indeed, is the same old story. The 
battle is always short. The Chinese either 
fiy panic-strickea at the approach of the 
Japanese or are routed after a few houra’ 
fighting, and this, too, whether the Chinese 
force is smailer or larger than the Japanese. 
It is evident that were it not the winter 
season, and were there anything like roads 
in China, the capital would have been 
in Japanese hands long ago and the Chinese 
would have been compelled to accept any 
terms imposed upon them by Japan. In this 
connection the summary of achievements up 
to Nov. 3, printed by a Japanese paper, is of 
extreme interest, as it is the first reliable 
Statement that has been made. Up to that 
date the Japanese had lost 330 killec 

835 wounded, while the Chin,

So far as material of 
war goes the Japanese have captured enough 


to stock a good sizedarmy. They haveseized : 


225 cannons Besides a great quantity of small 


arms, 43 million cartridges, 388 banners, 
3,400 tents, 1,000 horses, millions in ‘treas- 


ure, and food enough to last an army of 20, 
000 men three days. These captures were 
made prior to Nov. 3. Since that time they 
müst have greatly increased the material of 
war and treasure captured, At this rate of 
progress before next summer, if the war 
should continue that long, it is doubtful 
whether China would have anything like an 
army left, or, if it did, whether it would have 
anything left with which to arm, feed, or pay 
it. As 40 the Chinese fleet, the report tells the 
story why nothing more is heard of it and 
why it has utterly ceased to figure asa factor 
in the war. China has lost thirteen vessels, a 
torpedo boat, and five men-of-war, besides 
one war vessel captured outright. 

All things. considered, this is an extraordi- 
nary outcome of a war between one nation 
of 30 millions and another of 800 millions, 
but the reason is not far to seek. It is a com- 
bat between the weaker nation fighting upon 
moderi European methods and the stronger 
nation fighting with century old Asiatic 
methods. It is Western civilization against 
Eastern. It is a progressive people contend- 
ing with a standstill people. On the one hand 
is a nation which has been upon the alert to 
appreciate and adopt ail the modern arts and 
appliances of war-making, and on the other 
a nation of mummies and fossils. so far as 
progress is concerned. So long as these dif- 
ferences continue China will be the easy prey 
of Japan and would be if she were even ten 
times bigger than she is. It is astonishiyg 
that she has not learned the meaning of this 
struggie, that she did not make peace earlier 
in the war and then proceed to the work of 
reorganization on the Western basis. 
is, every day now will add to the fearful cost 
she will have to pay both in money and na- 
tional humiliation, if not in territory, for her 
incom prehensible conceit and stupidity. 


FREE TRADE AND FREE COINAGE. 

The Minnesota Democratic Association bas 
come out ** openly and boldly for free trade 
under which no import will be taxed, except 
its like is taxed for internal revenue.“ It 
wants the Demoacratic party of the United 
States to assume à uniform strictly free trade 
position on the tariff question, but it makes 
no effort whatever to straighten out the party 
on the money question. At present the Dems 
ocratic party is rotten on currency matters, 
except in isolated spots. Here and there in 
the Eastern States sound money sentiments 
are beard from Democrats, but everywhere 
else they are in a state of varying putridity on 
the money question. The majority of thein 
seem to be possessed of-the Populist idea that 
16 ounces of silver should continue to be 
rated as the equivalent of one ounce of gold, 
having the same purchasing power, as former- 
ly was the case both for coin and bullion. 
They utterly refuse to take any account of the 
radical change in conditions which has oc- 
curred within the last quarter of a century, 
owing to the operation of which it now takes 
34 ounces of silver to equa! one cunce of gold 
in value. Notwithstanding that manifest 
change in the ratio of exchangeable or pur- 
chasing values, which is recognized by all the 
world outside, they propose to fight for the 
old ratio, though that has disappeared com- 
pletely in every other country on the face of 
the globe. 

About 2,000 million dollars of silver money 
is held up to its former purchasing power in 
countries like sche United States, England, and 
France by a limitation of thesupply. They 
have ceased tocoin silver. The silver coins 
already on hand, consistmg of about half real 
value and half token, are kept in circulation 
at fully double their actual value by the sus- 
taining power of gold. If they were to adopt 
the free coinage of silver the coins made of 
that metal at once would drop to their bullion 
value, having less than balf the purchasing 
power they ‘now possess, and this is proven by 
the fact that the other 2,000 millions of coin 
silver in the worla which ~wirculates in coun- 
tries where the silver is free does so only 
at its bullion value. This is true in China, 
India, and South America. No more forcible 
illustration of the all-important difference 
need be desired than the fact that near our 
southern border one United States silver dol. 
lar will buy two Mexican silver dollars. 
though the Mexican coin contains more sil 
ver than ours. 

Yet these Populists and sympathizing Dem- 
ocrats claim that free coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1” in the United States would help 
trade. make industries active, and better the 
condition of the working people; would ena- 
ble people to get higher prices for what they 
had to sell, and make it easier than now for a 
man to buy lodgmg, food, and clothing.. But 
they never explain how these better condi- 
tions would be brought about, nor do they 
try to explain it. They content themselves 
with the dogmatic assertion that it would be 
so, and scornfully push to one side the facts 
which contradict their statements. They as- 
sume there would be in this country, side by 
side, two currencies, one composed of dollars 
in gold, each dollar worth 100 cents, and 
another of silver, the dollar of which was worth 
only 47 cents, and that these would go on 
circulating side by side, though no effort was 
made to keep up the artificial silver dollar toa 
parity with the full worth dollar in gold. 
They profess to think the people would use 
them indifferently, that when a man had to 
pay a bill for $100 he would just as soon pay 
it with ten gold eagles as with 100 silver 
dollars, though the latter were intrinsi- 
cally worth but $47. They profess 
to think that the man who had $100 
worth of goods to sell would just as 
soon accept for them the 100 silver dollars 
worth $47 as ten gold engles worth $100. 
Ask them to show when and where anything 
of the sort ever happened before, though with 
a much smalier disparity, and they cannot do 
it. They only say “it would be 80.“ Tell 
them that all the gold would go out of the 
country, as it has done and does from every 
free silver country under similar circum- 
stances, and their only answer is cne of 
denial. Ask them if a law passed by any gov- 
ernment on earth could make a man equally 
willing to accept a horse or a donkey in pay- 
ment of an obligation, or to accept a bushel 
of oats as equal in value to a bushel of wheat, 
and they would say No,“ but will not admit 
such inability to establish exchange values 
between gold and silver, 

The fact is the fellows who are shouting for 
tres coinage expect the gold would go out, 
and would want it to go out. Their infamous 
desire is to bring the country down to a silver 
monometallic basis, on which the unit of 
vaiue would be reduced more than 50 per 
cent from the present standard. This is an 
unavowed wish of the party, except that some 
of the State platforms, as that of Ohio, make 
a formal demand for dishonest money, but it 
is what a great many Democrats want, and it 
is perhaps a fitting time for these Minnesota

We must 
accept frankly the resultant of a direct tax levied 
as provided in the Constitution of the United 
States sufficient to compensate for the tax re- 
moved. We must take up the work of 8 
again. We taught the people that pro is 
wrong; we must teach them that freetrade is

This may seem toothatay: but it is logical 
and consistent. If the Democratic party be- 
lieves in free trade it certainly ought not to 
pass a tariff bill which gives u large number 


| of industries half as much protection as the 


Republicans gave them, when the Democratic 
contention is that no protection at all should 
be given; A law which is protective, but not 
enough so to maintain the American wage 
scale, and which does not provide revenue 
enough for the support of the government, is 
a measure which sincere protectionists and 
free traders will unite in condemning. It is 
neither flesh, fowl,.nor good red herring. 

Tue Trrsunsz has said repeatedly that if the 
Democrats meant to live up to their 
creed they must impose no duties whatever 
on competitive goods unless they were offset 
by countervailmg internal duties on the home- 
made goods; If there were a duty of 10 per 
cent on all imported iron or glass and & tax of 
10 per cent on home-made iron and glass 
neither of those industries would receive the 
slightest protection from the tariff duty. 

These Minnesota Democrats say that that 
is the kind of a tariff they want and that their 
party should declare for. And then they pro- 
ceed to make a few arguments in favor of 
such a tariff. If they want to make further 
arguments of the same kind Tun Tumor 
advises them to turn to the speeches of Cal. 
houn and his colleague McDuffie and they 
will find abundant material there. Sixty 
years ago these two South Carolinians said 
all that could be said in behalf of free trade, 
cheap labor, and the discouragement of do- 
mestic industry. 

There will not be found “there, however, a 
word in advocacy of that method of raising 
revenue for which the Democrats are indebt- 
ed to the Populiste—the income tax. If the 
Minnesota Democrats want arguments in 
support of that measure they must go to 
Peffer or to the Socialists. The Democrats 
have not got to a graded income tax yet, but 
they will get there soon. Their Populist 
teachers will convince them thata man with 
a small income should not be taxed at all, 
though he gets protection, but that a man 
with a large income should have it all taken 
away from him by a confiscatory tax. Cal- 
houn believed in equal taxation and not in 
confiscation. 

Tun Tun rather Widhes that the Demo. 
crats would do what the Minnesota assvcia- 
tion wants them to, It would simplify mat- 
ters greatly. There would be no necessity 
for worrying as to how the elections would 
turn out, for the smallest Republican major- 
ity would be larger than the largest majority 
scored last month. The rock-rooted Demo- 
cratic States would be shaken to their bases. 
It would be unnecessary for the Republican 
candidates to say a word, The platform of 
their adversaries would beall that was need- 
ed to elect them. 

But the result of the last election is calcu- 
lated to strengthen in the Democratic party 
the supporters of protection rather than 
those of free trade. Since 1887 the men in 
that party with leanings to protection have 
had rather a hard time of it. They have been 
proscribed. They were strong enough under 
the lead of Randall to kill the Morrison tariff 
bill. They were unable to beat the Mills bill. 
Their backbones may be stiffened now after 
they have seen how their party was laid out 
by the Wilson bill, even with its Gorman 
patches. But if these fiery Democrats of 
Minnesota have their way the Republicans 
will be perfectly satisfied. They will hold the 
winning cards then. 


TREATMENT FOR SILVER LUNATICS. 

There are a lot of fellows in this country 
who advocate free coinage at 16 to 1.“ 
when they are well aware that the commer- 


‘cial ratio of the values of equal weights of 


gold and silver is nearly 34 to 1. They know 
that the only countries in which silver is at 
par on the 16 to 1 ratio, or near it, are those 
that have stopped the coining of silver, and 
that itis not at par in a single free silver 
country. They must be aware that in every 
free silver land the quantity of silver in the 
United States dollar has-a purchasing power 
of less than 50 cents. Yet they pretend to 
watt free coinage” because they say it 
would give us more money, and claim there 
is not enough money for the needs of busi- 
ness. They must be crazy, and are danger- 


. ously so, because they want a great mischief 


to be inflicted on the people. They are stark, 
staring mad, as mad as is the man who fancies 
he is made of glass or that the moon is made 
of green cheese. Some of them are in Con- 
gress, others in State Legislatures, and still 
others are engaged in conducting newspapers. 
They are scattered here and there all over the 
land, and their conduct is a menace to the 
welfare ot society. What shall be done with 
thern ? 

Their proper place is in the lunatic asylum. 
They should be arrested quietly, and with as 
little discomfort to themselves as may be, 
and tried by a jury competent to pass on the 
question of their sanity or insanity. In the 
case of a man like Bland it would be easy to 
find thousands of witnesses to his crazy utter- 
ances, and there are several others whose in- 
sanity on the silver question could be attested 
by hundreds, while for the less prominent 
ones the amount of evidence would be lim- 
ited. In case of conviction they should be 
sent to a lunatic asylum, where mild and 
gentle treatment is the rule. Perhaps it 
would be well at first to give them mild 
novels to read or other books to suit their en- 
feebled mental capacities, the tendency of 
which would be to draw off their thoughts 
from the one subject on which they are most 
crazy. Afterwards, when the fever of their 
lunacy has somewhat abated, they could be 
given a little easy reading on political .econ- 
omy, and thus gradually led up to a range 
of sound thought. Then, after this, the pa- 
tient should be subjected toan examination, 
and if it was found that the evil apirit had de- 
parted out of him he might be restored to his 
afflicted family. 

It may be objected that this mode of deal- 


ing with the silver lunatics would cost a great 


deal of money, full worth money at that, 
would oblige the people to pay for the build- 
ing of more asylums and pay more salaried 
officers to take cure of the patients because 
there aré so many who need or deserve the

ALLEGED INDUSTRIAL STATISTICS, 

A Washington expert is reported to have 
been making en investigation of the wage 
question for the Censue committee of the 
Senate. Among other deductions said to have 
been made by him are the following: Labor 
received a smaller percentage of the product 
in 1890 tban in 1880, and still less as com- 
pared with 1850. In 1850 the share of labor 
was 53 and of capital 47 per cent. In 1880 
labor got 48 and capital 52, and in. 1890 
la bor only received 43 while capital took the 
other 57 per cent. “In other words the 
laborer 1s now getting but four-fifths as much 
as formerly, while the capitalist is getting six- 
fifths.” 

If any such deduction as this be made from 
a study of the census figures, or of any other 
figures, it is safe to set it down as rot,” un- 
mitigated rot, No doubt the labor employed 
directly ix the processes of production gets a 
smaller shar than formerly. a larger propor- 
tion of the work being done by machinery or 
by the aid of other appliances which are labor 
savers, though not usually known as ma- 
chines. But who made the machines that 
now partially displace human labor and who 
have to keep on making machines to take the 
places of those worn out, as well as to effect 
improvements on former processes of produc- 
tion? It may be all very well in the esti- 
timation of those who pose as “statisticians ”’ 
to say that the capitalist takes the 
pay for the greater share of work done by 
machinery as compared with a few years ago. 
But for what purpose does he take it? To 
pay for the labor, not only for the past, but 
for labor in the current production of appli- 
ances for saving labor, while it should be re- 
membered that neither that labor of the past 
nor that of the present would be wanted or 
paid for but fora measurable certainty that 
the employer paying for it would be reim- 
bursed for his outlay of time, energy, and 
money. Those appliances for shaping, put- 
ting together, transporting, etc., constitute 
capital, and a very live kind of capital. They 
cannot be done without and cannot be had 
for use unless paid for, this remark applying 
to buildings as well as to’ their contained 
facilities for makmg previous labor aid the 
efficiency of present and subsequent labor, 

As vastly more machinery is in use now for 
manufacturing and transporting both raw 
material and product (for nearly all of what 
is called raw material is itself a product of 
labor) than was wanted ten years ago, still 
more than forty years previous to 1890, it is 
obvious that the machine share of labor has 
much increased and with it the share taken by 
those workers who'toil in producing the ma- 


chinery, etc. This share ought in all fairness 


to be counted in with ‘the share of labor, and 
if it be so counted it will be seen that labor 
actually receives a greater percentage of the 
total production than formerly, instead of 
less. If it be objected that this part of the 
share of labor is received by the capitalists, 
even that objection is of no value, for the em- 
ployer has to pay for the use and renewal of 
the machinery. In other words he has to pay 
the wages (through others) of a vast amount 
of labor which the census statistics do not 
credit to labor simply for the reason that they 
take account only of the direct processes and 
do not take any note of much of the labor 
that is absolutely essential to the processes 
covered by the census figures. 

Furthermore, the census statistics lead up 
to fearfully erroneous conclusions in regard 
to the total share of labor in production, be- 
cause they count in labor only once while 
counting material several times over. They 
count the hide ot the steer as raw material to 
the tanner, though it has been produced at 
great labor by the farmer and some by the 
butcher. They count the leather of the tan- 
ner as raw material to the manufacturer of 
boots and shoes, belting, or harness, though 
the production of the leather has n accom- 
plished only by paying wages t¢ numerous 
other workers than those here möntioned. As 
a consequence the last finished product is re- 
ported to have paid (say) 20 per cent to labor, 
when in reality the different classes of work- 
ers have received nearer to 80 per cent of the 
last selling value of the leather as made up 
into foot-wear, harness, or machine beltmg; 
and so with a great range of other products, 
Statistics which ean be quoted as supporting 
such erroneous conclusions are a nuisance 
rather than a help, and it is a thousand pities 
that they should be handled by a set of dolts 
with the result of spreading widely and wildly 
wrong notions in regard to the relative posi- 
tions of capital and labor.

THe policemen are subscribing half a dollar 
apiece to defray the expenses of getting a bill 
through the Legislature to take the police out 
of politics.

the city cannot manage its own affaits. The 
man at the head of the police force should be 
the Mayor of Chicago, but he should be a 
Mayor who has been peremptorily and effec. 
tually taken out of politics, and the force 
under him should be governed by civil serv- 
ice rules which he cannot violate with impu- 
nity. A commission is dishonest or imbecile, 
and often both. It may be non-partisan, and 
yet be wallowing in corruption. A commis. 
sion appointed by a Governor would be a 
hopelessly irresponsible body, which the peo- 
ple could not get at or call to account. When 
the Mayor is in charge of the police and there 
is a law on the statute books for his speedy re- 
moval if he makes a bad use of his powers 
there is a way in which the people can punish 
at once any attempt to force the n into 
politics. z ‘

Col. M. I. Ludington succeeds Col. J. D. 


Bingham, who has been the Quartermaster

VISING AROHITEOT’S BUREAU. 


Carlisle Takes a Hand in Reforming the 


Rules ina Radical Way- Technical Fune- 
tions Are Entirely Seperated from the 


Architect Is to Be Appointed Early in 


January. 

Wasurnerox, D. C., Dec. 24.—Secretary 
Carlisle today made public his plan for the 
complete reorganization of the office of Su- 
pervising Architect of the Treasury. Under 
this plan the architectural and technical func- 
tions will be entirely separated from the ad- 
ministrative. Charles E. Kemper, the pres- 
ent Assistant Supervising Architect, wiil carry 
out the Secretary’s plan. and wiien fully re- 
organized when he will take charge of the 
administrative branch. The Secretary’s pres- 
ent purpose is to appoint a Supervising Ar- 
chitect early ih Jaeuary. There are already 
twenty-five applications for this position now 
on file, but it is understood the Secretary will 
not examine any of the papers until he is 
about ready to make the appointment. The 
new regulations state that in the office of the 
Supervising Architect of the Treasury there 
shall be a Supervising Architect, whose du- 
ties shall be those which are now, or may 
hereafter be, prescribed by law and the orders 
of the Secretary.. To the Supervising Archi- 
tect six divisions are assigned for the archi- 
tectural and technical work, all of which, 
together with the discipline of the force em- 
ployed in ‘“sach work, shall be entirely under 
his direction and control, subject to such or- 
ders and regulations as may be mace by the 
Secretary. The divisions assigned to the Su- 
pervising Architect and the work to be per- 
formed by each are as follows: 

1. The engineering and drafting division— 
the chief of which shall be known as the 
Chief Constructor. In this division shall be 
prepared desigus for public buildings which 
are not cpened to competition under present 
or future legislation and the drafting work 
required by the repairs division. 

2. The tracing division, which will trace the 
working drawings for photographic duplica- 
tion. 

3. The photograph gallery, which. will 
make photographic duplications of the plans 
aforeeaid. =~ 

4. The computing division, which will pre- 
pare estimates of cost for public buildings, 
specifications for the same, and will pass, 
under instructions from the Supervising 
Architect, upon all questions of material sub- 
mitted for work under contract, and carry on 
all work similar in character to that now per- 
formed in this division. 

Repairs Division Provided For. 


5. The repairs division, which is charged 
with the repair and preservation of all public 
buildings under the control of the Treasury 
Department, the heating, hoisting, and venti- 
lating apparatus in said buildings, and the 
purchase of vaults, safes, and locks. 

6. The iaspection and material division, 
which will have charge of office corps of in- 
spectors, writing their letters of instruction, 
and receiving their reports. This division is 
also ‘charged with the active inspection and 
supervision of all work provided for or pros- 
ecuted under any contracts, drawings, or 
specifications prepared in the office of the Su- 
pervising Architect. It will be the duty of the 
chief of this division to receive all 
material men who visit the office for the pur- 
pose of securing the use of their goods in pub- 
lic buildings and he will take the data neces- 
sary to enable him to present intelligently the 
merits of any article which, in his opinion, 
should be brought to the notice of the Super- 
vising Architect. 

The Supervismg Architect will keep his 
office either in the engineering and drafting 
division or in direct connection therewith, 
and will not be required to receive visitors 
except those who desire information with ref- 
erence to matters of construction pertaining 
to work in actual progress. He will sign the 
mail which originates in his divisions, or 
which arises from the necessities of the public 
service in connectior therewith, but all mail 
heretofore signed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury or an Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury will continue to be so signed. 

All business of an executive or administra- 
tive nature not within the jurisdiction and con- 
trol of the Supervising Architect will be con- 
ducted by a chief executive officer, who will 
act as Supervising Architect in the absence ef 
that official, and whose duties, in general 
terms, shall be as follows: 

The chief of each executive office. will re- 
ceive all visitors on public business except 
material men and those who may desire to 
confer with the Supervising Architect con- 
cerning matters of architectural and technical 
nature pertaining to the work of construction 
in actual process, and he will receive and have 
distributed to the proper divisions all mail 
addressed to the Supervising. Architect. or 
other officials in the office and check all letters 
and other papers originating in the divisions 
of the Supervising Architect as to proper offi- 
cial form. He is charged. also, with all ques- 
tious of discipline in the divisions assigned to 
him, and all messengers and mailing clerks 
will be directly under his control. 


Provisions as to Correspondence, 


All correspondence of the office not origi- 
nating in the office of the Supervising Archi- 
tect, or in the divisions assigned to him and 
which does not require the signature of the 
Secretary or Assistant Secretary, will be 
signed by the chief executive officer, such as 
transmission of checks payable out of the 
annual office appropriations for the repair 
and preservation of public buildings, heating, 
hoisting, and ventilatmg apparatus, and 
vaults, safes, and locks; all the correspond- 
ence with the disbursing agents, superintend.- 
ents, and others concerning requests for 
funds and notifications that moneys have 
been asked for and will be trunsmitted. He 
will also be the custodian of tne bids and 
open them in conjunction with the Supervis- 
ng Sane and chief computor. 

nder his mandate supervision and control 
there shall be two divisions as follows: The 
law and records division, the chief of which 
will be the law officer of the entire office, and 
his opinion upon matters of law originating 
therein shall be binding, subject to the right 
of reference, through tne Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury in charge, to the Secretary of 
the Treasury or the law officers of the depart- 
ment. This division will commence and carry 
forward the work of putting into permanent 
record form all deeds and other papers relat- 
ing to titles for sites for public buildings, ma- 
rine hospitals, quarantine stations, and all 
other real estate belonging to or here- 
after acquired by the United States. 
The division of accounts, which will keep a 
complete set of books 3 appropria- 
tions made by Congress for pure of 
sites and construction of public buildings to 
be erected by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the annual office appropriations, and the 
charger against each and every appropriation. 
This division will also prepare all the corre- 
spondence with disbursing officers, together 
with all other correspendence relating to pay- 
ments out of the various appropriations made 
by Congress. : 

A bourd of awards for the awarding of con- 
tracts in the office of the Supervising Archi- 
tect is hereby created, consisting of the Su- 
pervising Architect, the chief executive offi- 
cer, and the Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in charge. This hoard will prepare rec- 
ommendations to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for the award of all contracts. arising in 
the office for the constructions of tm Fo 
buildings and repairs to the same, and all con- 
tracts. for repairs to heating, hoisting, and 
ventilating apparatus, and the purchase of 
vauite, safes, and locks. A majority of the 
board must concur before any recommenda- 
tion is sent to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and in case any member of the board shail 
dissent, the m ty and minority shall each 
fiie a brief statement in writing, setting forth 
the reasons for the concurrence and non-con- 


currence. 

The copying division and the division of 
records and files are abolished. The work 
now performed the copyist division is in- 
detinitely sus ed, and the force now em- 
ployed in the two above named divisions is 
transferred tothe law and record division. 
This order shali take effect on first day of 
January, 1895.

Statements in His Annual Report Touch- 
ing Silver Are Upheld, 
Wasninetos, D. C., Dec. 24,—Secretary 
Morton’s attention was today calied to the 
fact that he was being criticised, especially by

Secre said he still held that the farmers 
with their surplus products buy money, and 
that it is as important for them to demand the 
highest quality in the money they buy as it is 
for the consumers of farm products to de- 
mand the highest quality in them.

FOR LESS WOODWORK IN BATTLESHIPS. 


Report Favoring Important Changes Ap- 
proved by Secretary Herbert. 
Wasninatos, D. C., Dec. 24.—Secretary 
Herbert has approved the report of the 
board consisting of Constructors Hansom 
and Bowles, with Commander Bradford as 
President, which was instructed by him to re- 
port upon the joiner and woodwork in the 
battleships, cruiser, and gunboats now build- 
ing, which may be advantageously dispensed 
with, the increased facilities for extinguishing 
fire in action which should be provided, and 
to consider the question of the ceiling of the 
sides of the livmg spaces in said 
vessels with iron, papier maché, or any 
other substances less inflammable than wood, 
The board visited the ships at Norfolk and 
Philadelphia and made a detailed report upon 
the alterations needed in the case of each 
ship, recommending the substitution of cor- 
rugated iron instead of wood, as in the Tex. 
as, in many cases, and of iron instead of 
wood ladders wherever found. Tile beard 
reports itself embarrassed for want of knowl. 
edge concerning the fires in the ee engaged 
in the action at the mouth of the ata Hives. 
points in doubt are as to the 
amount of woodwork and combustible 
material; as to where the fires occurred; 
what first ignited them, and the facilities for 
spreading; as to their facilities for extinguish- 
ing fire; as to the place of stowage of com- 
bustible materials, such us oils, turpentine, 
alcohol, paint, ether, etc. The board was fa- 
vorably impressed with the system of joiner 
work on the Texas, but thought that consider- 
able of the wood work could be dispensed 
with if time and opportunity were permitted 
to experiment. Therefore the board recom- 
mended that the Commandant of the Norfolk 
Navy-Yard be allowed to carry on such ex- 
riments. In the cases of me baitleships, 
assachusetts, Indiana, and Oregon, which 
are nearing compietion, the estimated cost 
of the recommended changes is $6,930 in 
the case of each vessel. 


DISCUSSES THE SUNDEY CIVIL BILL, 


Messrs. Wolcott and Lamoreux Ques- 
tioned in Regard to Appropriations. 

Wasuinetrox, D. C., Dec. 24,—The sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations com- 
mittee was today in session considermg the 
sundry civil bill. Director Wolcott of the 
Geological Survey and Commissioner Lamo- 
reux of the General Land Office were before 
the committee explaining the estimates for 
their respective bureaus, and were questiored 
by the committee as to the advisability of re- 
ducing expenditures. Both maintained that 
the estimates were aslow as they thought 
judicious. They were also asked as to 


the recommendations that the surveying | 


be made under dis- 
cretion of the Secretary by the Geologic. 
al Survey instead of by the contract 
system through the Surveyors-General of dif. 
ferent States. This had been discussed by 
Secretary Smith with both these officers be- 
fore the recommendations were made and 
they were in favor of the change, They so 
assured the committee today. Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin of the Treasury Department 
also appeared before the committee and urged 
that full estimates be appropriated for carry- 
ing out the Chinese exclusion act and also 
that provision be made for all estimates for 
Alaska, especially as to the customs. It is 
the intention of the subcomuittee to have the 
sundry civil bill ready to lay before the full 
committee immediately after the holidays.

MORTON’S BOOM FOR “SWEET CASSAVA.” 


Food Properties of a Southern Piant Ex- 
tolled by the Agricultural Department. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 24.—The Agri- 

cultural Department has issued a bulletin on 

the culture, properties, and uses of sweet cas- 
sa va, which is found in the southern penin- 
sula of Florida and well up to the frost belt. 

From a careful study of the climatic condi- 

tions under which the plant flourishes it is 

safe to assume, says the bulletin, that it may 
also be grown with success in Southern Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas. 

Cassava is a name which should properly ap- 

ply only to the purified starch derived from 

the roots of the plant, but it has passed into 
general use to designate the pliant itself. Cas- 
sava will yield with fair treatment on the sand 
soils from four to five tons au acre. It wil 

give when properly manufactured from 20 

to 30 per cent of the weight of the fresh root 

in starch of high grade, which is naturally in 

a pure state and needs no chemicals. of any 

kind in its manufacture. An excellent ar- 

ticle of tapioca can be prepared from the 
starch of the cassava plant. Glucose can be 
prepared directiy from the starch, or most 
rofitably from the pulp of the peeled root. 
he plant furnishes ah excellent human 
cattle food, deficient, however, in nitrogen. 

It would make a weil-balanced ration for cat- 

tle when mixed with one-fourth its weight of 

cottonseed oil cake. 


PERU BAISES THE DUTY ON TOBACCO. 


Financial Necessities of the Country Com- 
‘pel the Advance. 
Wasutneron, D. C., Dec. 24.— The Bureau 
of American Republics has received official 
information to the effect that the President of 
Peru bas announced that in order to meet the 
financial necessities of the country an addi- 
tional tax will be levied on all tobacco, cigars, 
and ęigarets sold in the republic. The duty 
on all kinds of tobacco imported from the 
United States will be $1 per kilogramme 
(2.20 pounds); cigars, $3.50 per kilo- 
gramme; cigarets made of tobacco from 
the United States. $50 per 1,000. packages. 
Foreign chewing tobacco, snuff, cut 
fibered tobacco ready for use, per kilo- 
ramme, $1.50. The law goes into effect 
an. 1, 1805.

ESTATE MUST BE DISTRIBUTED 


Judge Windes Decides for the Contestants 
IA Was the Second Trial of the Case 
and Was Won by Attacking the Den- 
ment with the Rule of Perpetuities- 
Decision {s Important, as It Defines 
the Law Against Keeping Estates In- 
tact as Lone as Possible. 


Judge Windes ended the long contest over 


the will of the late Alonzo C. Wood yesterday 


by declaring the document void and ordering 
a distribution of the estate among the heirs 
acvording to law. The will was contested in 
this case on the ground that it violatea the 
rule against creating perpetuities. Once be- 
fore it was contested through a nine weeks’ 
trial before Judge Ewing and a jury on the 
ground of undue influence and the mental in- 
capacity of the testator. The verdict was in 
favor of the contestants, but it was set aside 
by Judge Ewing and a new trial was granted. 
The contestants not being able to stand the 
expense of a new trial on that basis attacked 
the will and won with the rule against per- 
petuities, The decision is held to be of im- 
portance for the reason that it clearly defines 
the law against domg what a great many 
wealthy men seek to do—tie up their estates 
and keep them intact as long as possible. 

The defendants in the suit were Samuel 
Baxter Foster and Theodore F. Lawrence, 
trustees, the complainants: being six of the 
testator’s children. Mr. Wood died March 
18, 1892. leaving real and personal property 
valued at $90,000. He left, also, seven chil- 
dren, his only heirs at law, and five grand- 
children. By his will the estate was devised 
in trust to Foster and Lawrence, as executors 
and trustees, ‘The twelfth clause of the will, 
—— furnishes ground for contest, was as

And the men who desire to have the 
Senate committee make inquiries in thie di- 
rection believe that the story of corporation 
blackmail can be brought only by this com- 
mittee or some other oye ye committee 
with similar power. Someof them say that 
the very source of corruption in politics can 
be reached by inquiring into the relations be- 
tween certain big corporations and the politi- 
cal organizations, and that the inquiry would 
be pretty sure to reveal the origin of the 
weaith of many political bosses who have not 
been touched so far by the Senate investiga- 
tion. One of those gentlemen said yesterday 
that an inquiry into corporation blackmail 
was the most important work the Lexow com- 
mittee could now undertake, as the condi- 
tions of the various departments would be 
thoroughly exposed a by the new men 
who wil take charge of them when a power- 
of-removal bil: is passed, 

A greatdeal of difficulty is anticipated in 
inducing the State Senate to give the Lexow 
or some other com mittee the necessary power. 
There is a popular belief that more than one 
Senator owes his election to the Senate to the 
forced contributions gf corporations. If this 
be true, somelive,y opposition may be expect- 
ed should the subject of the inquiry referred 
to be broached at Aibany. 

Ever since the Lexow committee has been 
at work it bas been freely predicted that noth. 
ing could be brought out which would account 
for the wealth of the really big men of Tam- 
many Hall. Those who made the predictions 
said that these men did not get their money 
from the petty blackmailing schemes of the 
police; that this sort of game was too small 
for them, and that their riches could not be 
traced to their source until the officers of 
corporations which handled millions yearly 
could be induced to tell their stories of black- 
mail. The resuit of the investigation so iar 
appears to confirm these predictions, for no 
direct evidence has been given which ade- 
quately accounts for the weaith of Croker and 
some of the other “ty Be ammany men. 

When Wheeler H. Peckham some time ago 
made the statement that one corporation had 
pad $50,000 blackmail to Tammany Hall 
there arose a cry of * Prove it!” in the Tam- 
many organization, just as a similar cry arose 
when Dr. Parkhurst first made charges against 
the pol ce. The Tammany bosses were con- 
fident that the production of proof was im- 
possible; but now the men who propose to 


larged believe that the seemingly impossible

When Tammany controlled the Legislature 
two years ago the bleeding of corporations was 
apparently at its height.

Croker then spent ten hours a day at the hall, 
and he gave out his orders pegwlarty every 
Saturday evening to his perso representa- 
tives in the Senate and Assembly, and every 
order was obeyed, as far as is known.

Western Passenger Officiala Demand Ac- 
tion for a Temporary Agreement, 

When the General Passenger Agents of 
Western roads meet again next Thursday to 
further consider the proposed formation of 
Western Passenger Aseociations a motion is 
to be made that before proceeding further 
with the consideration of the proposed agree- 
ments action should be taken at once to bring 
about immediate restoration of transcon- 
tinental aud other rates.

Enjoy the Day Without IteRecord of 
Five Years Proves IteMauad, and Fog, 
and Rain the Usual Concomitants=—Not 
an Inviting Holiday Eve—Latest Prom- 


ise Is for a Drop in Temperature to 22 
Degrees This Morning. 


Another green Christinas; which should 
mean, according to ancient proverb; a rush- 
ing business for all the cemetery companies 
all the way from Rosehill to Waldneim. 
However, the-Christmas of 1894 promises to 
be green only in the technical sense that it is 
a Christmas without snow. Asa flat matter 
of fact it is a gray Christmas: a muddy, oozy, 
foggy Christmas; at least Christmas eve is 
that, and the all-wise Weather Bureau last 
night held out no promise of improvement 
beyond the curt prediction: Fair and slight- 
ly colder.”’ 

Today may be slightly colder, but the ordi- 
nary citizen will be ready to put up dollars to 
crullers it won’t be fair. At any rate, fair, 
foggy, or foul, there is no ghost of a prospect 
for snow this Christmas. There are some old- 
fashioned folks who think Christmas is a fail- 
ure without snow. All the Christmas pictures 
have snow; the English ones show devout 
cottagers setting out for morning church serv- 
ices through an unbroken white level, leaving 
large, deep tracks behind them. In America 
the artists are fond of depicting corpulent old 
Santa Claus scurrying around on runners in a 
regular snow flurry; or a group of riotous 
youngsters dragging a Christmas tree home 
over unbroken drifts. But traditions are up- 
set. Snow does not come to Chicago with 
Christmas—not very often. The bald cold 
records of the Weather Bureau prove it. Chi- 
cago runs to green Christmases. 

Green Christmases the Rule, 

Look at the record of other Christmas 
days: 

1893—Deceptively clear for a while in the 
morning; then clouds, then rain, then snow-—a 
feeble attempt, it melted as it fell. The mercury 
hung around the freezing point all day, the low- 
est being 30° above zero. Cola wave flag run up 
at S o'clock. What might be called a nasty day. 

1892—Cloudy till 10 o’clock, then clear. A 
light fall of snow in the morning—it turned to 
slop as fast as it hit the pavement. Cold enough, 
though, for anybody’s Christmas; thermometer 
from 10° above to 2° below. 

1891-—-Cloudy all day. foggy in the morniug. 
high winds all day; a nice. wet, chilly rain Christ- 
mas eve and Christmas afternoon. Lowest ther- 
mometer, 34°, 

1890—Cloudy all day, no snow worth mention- 
ing, north and northeast winds; floating ice in 
the lake halfamile out. Just cold enough to 
freeze all day. 

1889—No snow and no rain, not even ice, The 
lowest temperature was 33°. Not an ideal 
Christmas by any means. 

So it goes for years back. Snow isa nuie- 
ance, anyhow; it balls up under the cable 
cars and makes blockades, and it impedes the 
express wagons, which are Santa Claus’ depu- 
‘ties; it gets into areaways and it takes the 
Christmas shine off one’s shoes. Still 
go could get along just as well without mud 
and fog. There was plenty ot both yesterday. 
There may be enough left over for today.

There was a dense fog in the middie of the 


day. It was just cold enough to make folks 
shiver and not cold enough to freeze the mud, 

the lowest register being 37 in the fog. The 
new lighthouse on the outer break water began 
to bat its one eye from red to white and back 
to red again as early as 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Nota pretty Christmas eve by any 
means. 

Muggy weather will not leave with Christ- 
mas, if the records of the past mean anything. 
For twenty-four years January has been a 
cloudy month, often characterized by drizzle 
and other disagreeable features. During that 
time the mean temperature has been 
24 degrees, so that next month will 
probably stick pretty close to the 
freezing point or a little below. 
The warmest month was that of 1880. with 
an average of 40°, while the coldest month 
was that of 1893, with an average of 12°. 
The highest temperature was 65°, Jan. 1, 
1876, and the lowest temperature was 20° be- 
low, Jan, 9, 1875. The greatest amount of 
enowfall recorded in any twenty-four consec- 
utive-hours (record extending to winter of 
1884. 5 only) was 8 inches, Jan. 20, 1886. 
The average number of clear days for Janu- 
ary was 7, and partly cloudy days and cloudy 
days, 12 each. The prevailing winds have 
been from the southwest, which accounts for 
the cloudy warmth. The highest velocity of 
the wind was 60 miles, from the northwest, 
Jan. 1, 1892. 


Had a String Tied to It. 


Late in the evening the Weather Bureau 
folks modified their predictions somewhat. 
They tied a string to the fair and slightly 
colder ” forecast by saying it might be a bit 
foggy and cloudy during the morning, but 
that it probably will clear up along about 
noon. The ** colder” clause goes. The ther- 
mometer according to the forecast will drop 
to about 22° this morning, at least the 
prophet in the tower of the Auditorium says 
it will. 

But there isn’t even a ghost of a show for 
any snow; not a flake of it. Indeed there 
will be little snow in the country today. New 
England has a supply, of course: so -have 
New York and Pennsylvania. It was snow- 
ing in these regions yesterday. Snow fell 
also in the Northwest—the Dakotas, Minne- 
sota, and Wyoming; but last night the clouds 
were breaking there, and so this snowfall 


\ amounted to nothing. The cold wave which 


is to hit Chicago this morning is coming from 
the Northwest. The thermometer was below 
zero in Winnipeg yesterday.

For One Night Only Th They Rule Supreme 
in n Newspaper Office. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 24.—| special. }— 
Suciety women reigned supreme in the big 
red brick office of the Zwaminer tonight. 
Every room was thronged with chattering, 
weil-dressed, handsome leaders of San Fran- 
cisco society and the erstwhile male members 
of the staff were relegated to escort duties 
and quietly snubbed when they ventured to 
offer any advice. Even the man- 
aging editor was expelled from his den 
and in his place Mrs. Frank Pixley 
held sway. The local room was given 
over entirely to the women, and outside of a 
score of men reporters who were detailed to 
accompany their fair successors who went on 
assignments into quarters of the city too 
dungerous to visit without a male escort, no 
masculine hand was allowed to direct the 
tendencies of the Christmas edition of 
the paper. In the telegraph room twen- 
ty or more young women, prominent 
in society circles, puzzled their pretty 
heads over reports of murders, sugar dif- 
ferentials, suicides, currency bills, etc. Ter- 
rible in their lack of symmetry .and usage 
were some of the headlines, but an astonish- 
ingamount of perception of the technical 
details was noticeable. A long line of cabs 
stood outside the office in readiness to carry 
the fair reporters to points where items of in- 

rest were occurring. Scarcely uny of the

Wasutaros, D. C., Dec, 24.—The Turkish 
Legation has received the following official 
telegram : 

Certain newspapers announced the execution 
of thirty-eix Armenians at Erzeroym.

The 
condemned men were convicted of 2 
rape. But the legal formalities concerning these 
sentences have not yet been fulfilled.

DAMAGE BY THE EUROPEAN STORM. 


Reports from Amsterd«m and London Show 
Great Loss of Life and Property. 
AmererpaM, Dec. 24.— The damages at Rot- 
terdam by the storm is estimated at 500,000 
floring ($1,000,000). Out of “135 fishing 
Boats belohgug to that port twenty-five foun- 
dered abd fifty ‘were badly damaged. 
Throughout North Holland, where the storm 
raged with extreme violence, the damage is 
trernendous. ‘The loss in live stock is great, 
many cattle and sheep having been drowned. 
The Island of Merken, in the Zuyder Zee, ten 
miles northeast of Amsterdam, was almost 
submerged. The dike along the banks of the 
Yessel River gave way under the great strain 
and the water rushing through swept a loco- 
motive off the track. The land ends of 
the submarine cables near Haarlem, which 
are usually six feet deep in the 
sand, were laid bare. the Wind having blown the 
sand away to that depth. The storm news 
from various parts of the coast shows. that 
the damage done has been much greater than 
was at first supposed. The north sea beach 
in every direction has been washed away 
from fourteen to twenty feet, and many fish- 
ing vessels which had been drawn up on the 
beuch have been destroyed. The port of 
Flushing has been greatly damaged. The 
German bark Caroline has been wrecked off 
he coast. Tenof her crew were drowned 
and seven were saved. Several vessels in dis- 
tress have bean sighted at various. points. 
London, Dec. 24.—The telegraph lines in 


} the northern part of Great Britain are still 


down and the full amount of damage by the 
storm isnot known. It is estimated, how. 
ever, that from 50 to 100 persons lost their 
lives during the progress of the gale. The 
weather chart today shows that a new dis- 
turbance iscomitig from the Atlantic. The 
steamer Oswald ot Whitby has been wrecked 
of thé Mull of Galiaway. Allon board were 
lost. Lloyds today report seventy-nine 
wrecks and casualties during the storm, many 
of them accompanied by loss of life. The 
Cunard stéamer Etguria was detained by the 
storm and did not leave Queenstown until 
Sunday, 7:35 p. m., nearly six hours late. 
Therefore it ie not due to arrive at New York 
until Sunday, Dec. 30. 

Corzx nan, Dec. 24.— The Norwegian 
steamer from Eurapotori was wrecked Satur- 
day morning off Bourjg. Twelve of the crew 
were drowned after being exposed in an open 
boat for twenty-four hours, the boat having 
capsized. One of those who were thrown into 
the water by the overturning of the boat saved 
himself by swimming ashore.

CIGARET TRUST ON THE DEFENSIVE.

OHANGES DEOREED IN THE SUPER- 
VISING AROHITECT’S BUREAU, 


Carlisic Takes a Hand in Reforming the 
Rules ina Radical Way—Technical Func- 
tions Are Entirely Separated from the 

ninistration, Control ef the Latter 

Falling to C. E. Kem per=A Supervising 

Architect Is to Be Appointed Early in 
Wasurmreror, D. C., Dec. 24.—Secretary 
Carlisle today made public his plan for the 
complete reorganization of the office of Su- 
pervising Architect of the Treasury. Under 
this plan the architectural and technical func- 
tions will be entirely separated from the ad- 
ministrative. Charles E. Kemper, the pres- 
ent Assistant Supervising Architect, wiil carry 
out the Secretary’s plan. and when fully re- 
organized when he will take charge of the 
administrative branch. The Secretary’s pres- 
ent purpose is to appoint a Supervising Ar- 
chitect early ih Jaeuary. There are already 
twenty-five applications for this position now 
on file, but it is understood the Secretary will 
not examine any of the papers until he is 
about ready to make the appointment. The 
new regulations state that in the office of the 
Supervising Architect of the Treasury there 
shall be a Supervising Architect, whose du- 
ties shall be those which are now, or may 
hereafter-be, prescribed by law and the orders 
of the Secretary. To the Supervising Archi- 
tect six divisions are assigned for the archi- 
tectural and technical work; all of which, 
together with the discipline of the force em- 
ployed in ‘such work, shali be entirely under 
his direction and control, subject to such or- 
ders and regulations as may be mace by the 
Secretary. The divisions assigned to the Su- 
pervising Architect and the work to be per- 
formed by each are as follows: 

1. The engineering and drafting division— 
the chief of which shall be known as the 
Chief Constructor. In this division shall be 
prepared designs for public buildings which 
are not cpened to competition under present 
or future legislation and the drafting work 
required by the repairs division. 

“3. The tracing division, which will trace the 
working drawings for photographic duplica- 
tion. 

Z. The photograph gallery. which will 
make photographic duplications of the plans 
aforesaid. 

4. The computing division, which will pre- 
pare estimates of cost for public buildings, 
specifications for the same, and will pass, 
under instructions from the Supervising 
Architect, upoh all questions of material sub- 
mitted for work under contract, and carry on 
all work similar in character to that now per- 
formed in this division. 

Repalrs Division Provided For. 

5. The repairs division, which is charged 
with the repair and preservation of all public 
buildings under the control of the Treasury 
Department, the heating, hoisting, and venti- 
lating apparatus in said buildings, and the 
purchase of vaulta, safes, and locks. 

6. The inspection and material division, 
which will have charge of office corps of in- 
spectors, writing their letters of instruction, 
and receiving their reports. This division is 
also ‘charged with tiie active inspection and 
supervision of all work provided for or pros- 
ecuted under any contracts, drawings, or 
specifications prepared in the office of the Su- 
pervising Architect. It will be the duty of the 
chief of this division to receive all 
material men who visit the office for the pur- 
pose of securing the use of theit goods in pub- 
lic buildings and he will take the data neces- 
sary to enable him to present intelligently the 
merits of any article which, in his opinion, 
should be brought to the notice of the Super- 
vising Architect. 

The Supervising Architect will keep his 
office either in the engineering and drafting 
division or in direct connection therewith, 
and will not be required to receive visitors 
except those who desire information with ref- 
erence to matters of construction pertaining 
to work in actual progress. He will sign the 
mail which originates in his divisions, or 
which arises from the necessities of the public 
service in connection therewith, but all mail 
heretofore signed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury or an Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury will centinue to be su signed. 

All business of an executive or administra- 
tive nature not within the jurisd iotion and con- 
trol of the Supervising Architect will be con- 
ducted by a chief executive officer, who will 
act as Supervising Architect in the absence ef 
that official, and whose duties, in general 
terms, shall be as follows: 

The chief of each executive office will re- 
ceive all visitors on public business except 
material men and those who may desire to 
confer with the Supervising Architect con- 
cerning matters of architectural and technical 
nature pertaining to the work of construction 
in actual process, and he will receive and have 
distributed to the proper divisions all mail 
addressed to the “Supervising Architect or 
other officials in the office and check all letters 
and other papers originating in the divisions 
of the Supervising Architect as to proper offi- 
ciaiform. He is charged. also, with all ques- 
tious of discipline in the divisions assigned to 
him, and all messengers and mailing clerks 
will be directly under his control. 


Provisions as to Correspondence, 


All correspondence of the office not origi- 
nating in the office of the Supervising Archi- 
tect, or in the divisions assigned to him and 
which does not require the signature of the 
Secretary or Assisiant Secretary, will be 
signed by the chief executive officer, such as 
transmission of checks payable out of the 
annual office appropriations for the repair 
and preservation of public buildings, heating, 
hoisting, and ventilating apparatus, and 
vaults, safes, and locks; all the correspond- 
ence with the disbursing agents, superintend- 
ents, and others concerning requests for 
funds and notifications that moneys have 
been asked for and will be transmitted. He 
will also be the custodian of the bids and 
open them in conjunction with the Supervis- 
ing Architect and chief computor.

there shall be two divisions as follows: The 
law and records division, the chief of which 
will be the law officer of the entire office, and 
his opinion upon matters of law originating 
therein shall be binding, subject to the right 
of reference, through the Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury in charge, to the Secretary of 
the Treasury or the law officers of the depart- 
ment. This division will commence and carry 
forward the work of putting into permanent 
record form all deeds and other papers relat- 
ing to titles for sites for public buildings, ma- 
rine hospitais, quarantine stations, and all 
other real estate’ belonging to or here- 
after acquired by the United States. 
The division of accounts, which will keep a 
complete set of books showi all appropria- 
tions made by Congress 3 purchase of 
sites and construction of public buildmgs to 
be erected by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the annual office appropriations, and the 
charger against each and every appropriation. 
This division will also prepare ail the corre- 
spondence with disbursing officers, together 
with all other correspendence relating to pay- 
ments out of the various appropriations made 
by Congress. 

A board of awards for the awarding of con- 
tracts in the office of the Supervising Archi- 
tect is hereby created, consisting of the Su- 
pervising Architect, the chief executive offi- 
cer, and the Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in charge. This hoard will prepare rec- 
ommendations to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for the award of all contracts arising in 
tne office for the constructions of public 
buildings and repairs to the same, and all con- 
tracts, for repairs to heating, hoisting, and 
ventilating apparatus, and the purchase of 
vauits, safes, and locks. A majority of the 
board must concur before any recommenda: 
tion is sent to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and in case any member of the board shail 
dissent, the majority and minority shall each 
fiie a brief statement in writing, setting forth 
the reasons for the concurrence non-con- 
currence, 

The copying division and the division of 
records and tiles are abolished. The work 
now performed the copyist division is in- 
detinitely sus ed, the force now em- 
ployed in the two above named divisions is 
transferred tothe law and record division. 
This ordershali take effect on first day of 
January, 1895. |

FOR LESS WOODWORK IN BATTLESHIPS. 


Report Favoring Important Changes Ap- 
proved by Secretary Herbert. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 24.—Secretary 
Herbert has approved the report of the 
board consisting of Constructors Hansom 
and Bowles, with Commander Bradford as 
President, which was instructed by him to re- 
port upon the joiner and woodwork in the 
battleships, cruiser, and gunboats now build- 
ing, which may be advantageously dispensed 
with, the increased facilities for extinguishing 
fire in action which should be provided, and 
to consider the question of the ceilmg of the 
sides of the living spaces in said 
vessels with iron, papier maché, or any 
other substances less inflammable than wood. 
The board visited the ships at Norfolk and 
Philadelphia and made a detailed report upon 
the alferations needed in the case of each 
ship, recommending the substitation of cor- 
rugated iron instead of wood, as in the Tex. 
as, in many cases, and of iron instead of 
wood ladders wherever found. The beard 
reports itself embarrassed for want of knowl- 
edge concerning the fires in the ships engag 
in. the action at the mouth of the Yalu River. 
The points in doubt are as to the 
amount of woodwork and combustible 
material; as to where the fires occurred; 
what first ignited them, and the facilities for 
spreading; as to their facilities for extinguish- 
ing fire; as to the place of stowage of com- 
bustible materials, such us oils, turpentine, 
alcohol, paint, ether, etc. The board was fa- 
vorably impressed with the system of joiner 
work on the Texas, but thought that consider- 
able of the wood work could be dispensed 
with if time and opportunity were permitted 
to experiment. Therefore the board recom- 
mended that the Commandant of the Norfolk 
Navy-Yard be allowed to carry on such ex- 

riments. In the cases of ‘ne battleships, 

assachusetts, Indiana, and Oregon, which 
are nearing compietion, the estimated cost 
of the recommended changes is $6,930 in 
the case of each vessel. 


DISCUSSES THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL, 


Messrs. Wolcott and Lamoreux Ques- 
tioned in Regard to Appropriations, 

Wasninetroxs, D. C., Dec. 24.— The sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations com- 
mittee was today in session considering the 
sundry civil bill. Director Wolcott of the 
Geological Survey and Commissioner Lamo- 
reux of the General Land Office were before 
the committee explaining the estimates for 
their respective bureaus, and were questiored 


by the committee as to the advisability of re- 


ducing expenditures, Both maintained that 
the estimates were as low as they thought 
judicious. They were also asked as to 
the recommendations that the surveying 
of public lands be made under dis- 
cretion of the Secretary by the Geologic. 
al Survey instead o by the contract 
system through the Surveyors-General of dif- 
ferent States. This had been discussed by 
Secretary Smith with both these officers be- 
fore the recommendations were made and 
they were in favor of the change. They so 
assured the committee today. Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin of the Treasury Department 
also appeared before the committee and urged 
that full estimates be appropriated for carry- 
ing out the Chinese exclusion act and also 
that provision be made for all estimates for 
Alaska, especially as to the customs. It is 
the intention of the subcommitiee to have the 
sundry civil bill ready to lay before the full 
committee immediately after the holidays. 


MORTON’S BOOM FOR “SWEET CASSAVA.” 


Food Properties of a Southern Plant Ex- 
tolled bv the Agricultural Depart ment. 
Wasuinetron, D. C., Dec. 24.—The Agri- 

cultural Department has issued a bulletin on 

the culture, properties, and uses of sweet cas- 
sava, which is foundin the southern penin- 
sula of Florida and well up to the frost belt. 

From a careful study of the climatic condi- 

tions under which the plant flourishes it is 

safe to assume, says the bulletin, that it may 
also be grown with success in Southern Ala- 
bamia, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas. 

Cassava is a name which should properly ap- 

ply only to the purified starch derived from 

the roots of the plant, but it has passed into 
general use to designate the plant itself. Cas- 
sava will yield with fair treatment on the sand 
soils from four to five tons an acre. It will 

give when properly manufactured from 20 

to 30 per cent of the weight of the fresh root 

in starch of high grade, which is naturally in 

a pure state aud needs no chemicals of any 

kind in its manufacture. An excellent ar- 

ticle of tapioca can be prepared from the 
starch of the cassava plant. Glucose can be 
prepared directly from the starch, or most 
profitably from the pulp of the peeled root. 

The plant furnishes an excellent human and 

cattle food, deficient, however, in nitrogen, 

It would make a well balanced ration for cat- 

tle when mixed with one-fourth its weight of 


cottonseed oil cake. . 
PERU RAISES THE DUTY ON TOBACCO. 


Financial Necessities of the Country Com- 
pel the Advance, 
Wasutneton, D. C., Dec. 24.—The Bureau 
of American Republics has received official 
information to the effect that the President of 
Peru has announced that in order to meet the 
financial necessities of the country an addi- 
tional tax will be levied on all tobacco, cigars, 
and ęigarets sold in the republic, The duty 
on all kinds of tobacco imported from the 
United States will be $1 per kilogramme 
(2.20 pounds); cigars, $3.50 per kilo- 
gramme; cigarets made of tobacco from 
the United States. $50 per 1,000 packages. 
Foreign chewing tobacco, snuff, cut 
fibered tobacco ready for use, per kilo- 
ramme, $1.50. The law goes into effect 
an. 1, 1895.

The belief prevails 
among insurance men that it will pass, and 
that if it ig proparly enforced * wiidcats” 
will find this a very unhealthy field in which 
to do business and Lioyds will come in for a 
share of the war of extermination, Ineur- 
ance Commissioner Durfee is determined 
there shall be a stop to the present practice of 
underground companies writing as they 
have done in the past. The Supreme Court 
has declared Lioyds subject to State 
supervision, and this means they cannot 
write lawluliy in Illinois conducted as 
they are at present. Mutuals are under 
the ban also, except such as are willing 
to file statements with the Insurance Com- 
wnisstoner and permit of State supervision. 
The trouble has been there has been no money 
with which to carry on prosecutions for vio- 
lations of the law. An effort will be made at 
the next meeting of the Legislature to secure 
an appropriation large enough to carry on 
the fight and to compel all companies writing 
in this State to compiy with the law. There

It is exceedingly doubtful if the excitement 
of battle, the confusion of retreat, and the 
exultation of victory were ever counterfeited 
more realistically or with greater effective- 
ness than they are now being done in ‘* Shen- 
andoah at the Columbia Theater. It is on 
account of these added features of legitimate 
realism that Bronson Howard and Charles 
Frohman have named the revival of the great 
war play The Greater Shenandoah,” and 
the title is surely no misnomer. So mighty 
are the pomp and display of great military 
bodies, and so terrible are the fierce conten- 
tion and carnage of war, that attempts at 
their reproduction before the footlights are 
likely to appear puerile and ineffective. But 
80 Tale is the fighting in the Shenandoah 
Valley suggested in the present instance, and 
so adroitiy is the imagination enlisted 
to fill in the detaile hinted at by 
the general arrangements, that the war 
pictures ard sure to send a thrill 
of excitement and patriotism through the on- 
looker.

CULLOM AND THE POOLING | BILL. 

Is it Senator Cullom’s intention to keep his 
‘mouth shut regarding the bill to legalize pool- 
ing and put an end to railroad competition 
until after the Legislature has acted on the 
Senatorial question? Thus far he has ex- 
pressed himself but once concerning the bill, 
and that was indirectly, through his Chicago 
organ. 

The special Washington correspondent of 
that paper explained some weeks ago that 
Cullom had nothing to do with that provision 
of the inter-State commerce law which de- 
clared that railroad competition must not 
cease, and that roads must not voluntarily or 
otherwise form pools to plunder shippers sys- 
tematically and harmoniously. To that most 
admirable provision bas been due in great 
part a small but steady reduction in rates 
during the last seven years. 

Reagan of Texas insisted on this provision. 
Cuilom fought it. The former had the strong- 
er will and. he carried his point. Cullom be- 
lieved in legislation which would keep rates 
from falling and which would transfer in- 
creasing amounts of. money from the pockets 


| of the farmers and consumers of [Illinois to 


the treasuries of the raitroad companies. 

He did not have hia way, but he was shrewd 
enough not to let it be known that he had 
contended for the railroads and against the 
people. On the contrary, he allowed the im- 
pression to prevail that he had been the great 
champion of the people. That gained him 
his reélection in 1889. He has held office for 
six years under false pretenses. 

The House has passed a bill, which is now 
in the Senatorial crypt, to repeal that provis- 
ion of the inter-State commerce law which 
Cullom fought strenuously but unsuccessfully 
seven years ago. The repeal is not asked for 
by Cullom’s constituents or by the citizens of 
any of the Western States, for they know it 
will not benefit them. It is to be passed for 
the benefit of the Eastern and European stoc«- 


} holders of American railrvads, and especially 


of those roads which have the most water in 
their stock and the largest quantities of sec- 
ond, third, and fourth mortgage bonds. The 
stockholders would like to have dividends on 
their stock, though it represents nothing, and 
to be able to pay interest on all these bonds, 
though many of them were not given for value 
received. 

The bili is designed for such roads, rather 
than for those older and conservative ones 
centering here, whose bonds were honestly 
issued, whose stock really represents some- 
thing, and which as a consequence have little 
trouble about paying dividends and interest. 
The Illinois Central, the Lake Shore, Rock 
Island, Altou, Michigan Central, Port Wayne, 
and Northwestern do not need to impose high- 
er rates on shippers for the purpose of giving 
a value to stock which would be valueless oth- 
er wise. 

Cullom has come home from Washmgton 
so as to be on the ground when the Legis- 
luture meets and to impress on them the 
necessity of sending him back to Washington 
for six years more. Will he between now and 
the time when the election is held tell the peo- 
ple just how he stands on this pooling ques- 
tion and explain to them his reasons for pre- 
ferring to their interests those of the Eastern 
and European stockholders of watered-stock 


ronds? Will he explain to his constituents 


Why competition should be throttled and the 
lowering of rates stopped and the increasing 
of them begun? 

Thus far he has expiained nothing. nor have 
any of his cuckoo organs done so. The pool- 
ing question is not mentioned by them though 
the bill to permit pooling is so near its final 
passage, They havea great deal to say in 

exaltation of McKinleyism and they are un- 
wearied in their abuse of Tun Trisunz for 
not joining in with them in their fanatical 
folly. They are incessantly saying what the 
Republican party should do about the tariff 
two years hence. They have yot a word to 
say about what Republican Senators should 
do concerning the pooling bill which will 
come up next month. Is it not about time 
for master and men to break their long si- 
lence? 


THE WAR IN CHINA, 


At the opening of the Japanese Parliament 
yesterday the speecli from the throne con- 
gratulated the people upon the victories 
achieved by the armies in every engagement 
and boasted with good reason that in spite of 
cold and hardships they were still pressing 
forward in the enemy's territory. In conclu- 
sion, the wish was expressed to promote the 
civilization of the country,“ and Parliament 
wes enjoined to take notice of the state of 
affairs at home and abroad, and by securing 
barmony between the government and the 
people assist in the furtherance of the im- 
permi wishes.” With victory after victory 
won over a nation ten times as big as them. 
selves and with treaties negotiated with for- 
eigt powers recognizing them and treating 
with them hereafter as a civilized nation, the 
4 apanese people ought to havea merry Christ- 
mus today if Christmas has any significance 
for them. 

The announcement from the throne is con- 
firmed by the latest news from the seat of 
war. After a hard fight of five hours 
Sunday the Chinese army under Gen. Lung 


was beaten and put to flight by the Japanese ) 


under Gen, Kasura, the fighting bemg hand 
to hand. A dispatch from Shangbai also 
brings the news that the tmrd Japanese 
army has landed west of Chee Foo and capt. 
ured the seaport of Lai Chow in the Province 


of Chan Fung. The news from every en- | 
| denial, 


counter, indeed, is the same old story. The 
battle is always short. The Chinese either 
fly pwanic-strickea at the approach of the 
Japanese or are routed after a few hours’ 
fighting, and this, too, whether the Chinese 
force is smailer or larger than the Japanese. 
It is evident that were it not the winter 
season, and were there anything like roads 
in Chima, the capitai would have been 
in Japanese hands long ago and the Chinese 
would have been compelled to accept any 
terms imposed upon them by Japan. In this 
connection the summary of achievements up 
to Nov. 3, printed by a Japanese paper, is of 
extreme interest, as it is the first reliable 
statement that has been made. Up to that 
date the Japanese had lost 330 killed and 
835 wounded, while the Chinesé | 

4.000 killed, 4.500 wounded, and 10e

So far as material of 
war goes the Japanese have captured enough 
to stock a good sizedarmy. They haveseized 


illion cartridges, 338 banners, 
1.000 horses, millions in treas- 
ood enough to last an army of 20, 
000 menchree days. These captures were 
made prior to Nov. 3. Since that time they 
must have greatly increased the material of 
war and treasure captured. At this rate of 
progress before next summer, if the war 
should continue that long, it is doubtful 
whether China would have anything like an 
army left, or, if it did, whether it would have 
anything left with which to arm, feed, or pay 
it. As 40 the Chinese fleet, the report tells the 
story why nothing more is heard of it and 
why it has utterly ceased to figure asa factor 
in the war. China has lost thirteen vessels, a 
torpedo boat, and five men-of-war, besides 
one war vessel captured outright. 
All things considered, this is an extraordi- 
nary outcome of a war between one nation 


of 30 millions and another of 300 millions, 


but the reason is not far to seek. It is a com- 
bat between the weaker nation fighting upon 
modern European methods and the stronger 
nation fighting with century old Asiatic 
rhethods. It is Western civiljzation against 
Eastern. It is a progressive people coatend- 
ing with a standstill people. On the one hand 
is a pation which has been upon the alert to 
appreciate and adopt ail the modern arts and 
appliances of war-making, and on the other 
a nation of mummies and fossils so far as 
progress is concerned, So long as these dif- 
ferences continue China will be the easy prey 
of Japan and would be if she were even ten 
times bigger than she is. It is astonishigg 
that she has not learned the meaning of this 
struggle, that she did not make peace earlier 
in the war and then proceed to the work of 
reorganization the Western basis. As it 
is, every day now will add to the fearful cost 
she will have to pay both in money and na- 
tional humiliation, if not in territory, for her 
incom prehensibie conceit and stupidity. 


FREE TRADE AND FREE COINAGE. 

The Minnesota Democratic Association bas 
come out ** openly and boidly for free trade 
under which no import will be taxed, except 
its like is taxed for internal revenue.“ It 
wants the Democratic party of the United 
States to assume a uniform strictly free trade 
position on the tariff question, but it makes 
no effort whatever to straighten out the party 
on the money question. At present the Den» 
ocratic party is rotten on currency matters, 
except in isolated spots. Here and there in 
the Eastern States sound money sentiments 
are heard from Democrats, but everywhere 
else they are in a state of varying putridity on 
the money question. The majority of them 
seem to be possessed of the Populist idea that 
16 ounces of silver should coatinue to be 
rated as the equivalent of one ounce of gold, 
having the same purchasing power, as former- 
ly was the case both for coin and bullion, 
They utterly refuse to take any account of the 
radical change in conditions which has oc- 
curred. within the last quarter of a century, 
owing to the operation of which it now takes 
34 ounces of silver to equal one cunce of gold 
in value, Notwithstanding that manifest 
change in the ratio of exchangeable or pur- 
chasing values, which is recognized by all the 
world outside, they propose to fight for the 
old ratio, though that has disappeared com- 
pletely in every other country on the face of 
the globe. 

About 2,000 million dollars of silver money 
is held up té‘its former purchasing power in 
countries like the United States, England, and 
France by a limitation of the supply. They 
have ceased to coin silver. The silver coins 
already on hand, consisting of about half real 
value and half token, are kept in circulation 
at fully double their actual value by the sus- 
taining power of gold. If they were to adopt 
the free coinage of silver the coins made of 
that metal at once would drop to their bullion 
value, having less than half the purchasing 
power they ‘now possess, and this is proven by 
the fact that the other 2,000 millions of coin 
silver in the world which circulates in coun- 
tries where the silver is free does so only 
at its bullion value. This is true in China, 
India, and South America. No more forcible 
illustration of the all-important difference 
need be desired than the fact that near our 
southern border one United States silver dol- 
lar will buy two Mexican silver dollars, 
though the Mexican coin contains more sil- 
ver than ours, 

Yet these Populists and sympathizing Dem- 
ocrats claim that free coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1” in the United States would help 
trade. make industries active, and better the 
condition of the working people; would ena- 
ble people to get higher prices for what they 


had to sell, and make it easier than now for a 


man to buy lodgimg, food, and clothing... But 
they never explain how these better condi- 
tions would be brought about, nor do they 
try to explain it. They content themselves 
with the dogmatic assertion that it would be 
so, and scornfully push to one side the facts 
which contradict their statements. They as- 
sume there would be in this country, side by 
side, two currencies, one composed of dollars 
in gold, each dollar worth 100 cents, and 
another of silver, the dollar of which was worth 
only 47 cents, and that these would go on 
circulating side by side, though no effort was 
made to keep up the artificial silver dollar toa 
parity with the full worth dollar in gold. 
They profess to think the people would use 
them indifferently, that when a man had to 
pay a bill for $100 he would just as soon pay 
it with ten gold eagles as with 100 silver 
dollars, though the latter were intrinsi- 
cally worth but $47. They profess 
to think that the man who had $100 
worth of goods to sell would just as 


soon accept for them the 100 silver dollars 


worth $47 as ten gold eagies worth $100, 
Ask them to show when and where anything 
of the sort ever happened before, though with 
a much smalier disparity, and they cannot do 
it. They only say it would beso.”’ Tell 
them that all the gold would go out of the 
country, as it has done and does from every 
free silver country under similar circum- 
stances, and their only answer is cne of 
Ask them if a law passed by any gov- 
ernment on earth could make a man equally 
willing to accept a horse or a donkey in pay- 
ment of an obligation, or to accept a bushel 
of oats as equal in value to a bushel of wheat, 
and they would say No,“ but will not admit 
such inability to establish exchange values 
between gold and silver. : 

The fact is the fellows who are shouting for 
tres coinage ” expect the gold would go out, 
and would want it to go out. Their infamous 


desire is to bring the country down to a silver 


monometallic basis, on which the unit of 
value would be reduced more than 50 per 
cent from the present standard. This is an 
unavowed wish of the party, except that some 
of the State platforms, as that of Ohio, make 
a formal demand for dishonest money, but it 
is what a great many Democrats want, and it

MINNESOTA DEMoonars WANT FREE 


The Minnesota 8 Association has 
just issued an address in which it calls on the 
party to toe the free trade mark.

A protective tariff act enacted by a party 
pledged to dlestroy protection. It burned our 
candle at both ends. It drove away the protec- 
tionists in our party and the free trade Republic- 
ans we hed converted, and it attracted no one. 

* is but one thing to be done, say 
these ardent Minnesotans, and that is— 

We must declare openly and boldly for free 
trade under which no import will be taxed except 
its like is taxed for internal revenue. We must 
accept frankly the resultant of a direct tax levied 
as provided in the Constitution of the United 
States sufficient to compensate for the tax re- 
moved. We must take up the work of education 
again. We taught the psople that protection is 
wrong; we must teach them that freetrade is 
right. 

This may seem foolhardy, but it is logical 
and consistent. If the Democratic party be- 
lie vos in free trade it certainly ought not to 
pass a tariff bill which gives u large number 
of industries half as much protection as the 
Republicans gave them, when the Democratic 
contention is that no protection at all should 
be given: A law whichis protective, but not 
enough so to maintain the American wage 
scale, and which does not provide revenue 
enough for the support of the government, is 
a measure which sincere protectionists and 
free traders will unite in condemning. It is 
neither flesh, fowl nor good red herring. 

Tue Turnau has said repeatedly that if the 
Democrats meant to live up to their 
creed they must impose no duties whatever 
on competitive goods unless they were offset 
by countervailing internal duties on the home- 
made goods. If there were a duty of 10 per 
cent on all imported iron or glass and d tax of 


These Minnesota Democrats say that that 
is the kind of a tariff they want and that their 
party should declare for. And then they pro- 
ceed to makea few arguments in favor of 
such a tariff. If they want to make further 
arguments of the same kind Tun Tamer 
advises them to turn to the speeches of Cal- 
houn and his colleague McDuffie and they 
will find abundant material there, Sixty 
years ago these two South «Carolinians said 
all that could be said in behalf of free trade, 
cheap labor, and the discouragement of do- 
mestic industry. 

There will not be found “there, however, a 
word in advocacy of that method of raising 
revenue for which the Democrats are indebt- 
ed to the Populists—the jncometax. If the 
Minnesota Democrats want arguments in 
support of that measure they must go to 
Peffer or to the Socialists. The Democrats 
have not got toa graded income tax yet, but 
they will get there soon. Their Populist 
teachers will convince them thata man with 
a small income should not be taxed at all, 
though he gets protection, but that a man 


with a large income should have it all taken 


away from him by a confiseatory tax. Cal- 
houn believed in equal taxation and not in 
confiscation. 

Tue Trisuxs rather wishes that the Demo- 
crats would do what the Minnesota assvvia- 
tion wants them to, It would simplify mat- 
ters greatly. There would be no necessity 
for worrying as to how the elections would 
turn out, for the smallest Republican major- 
ity would be larger than the largest majority 
scored last month. The rock-rooted Demo- 
cratic States would be shaken to their bases. 
It would be unnecessary for the Republican 
candidates to say a word. The platform of 
their adversaries would be all that was need- 
ed to elect them. 

But the result of the last election is calcu- 
lated to strengthen in the Democratic party 
the supporter$ of protection rather than 
those of free trade. Since 1887 the men in 
that party with leanings to protection have 
had rather a hard time of it. They have been 
proscribed. They were strong enough under 
the lead of Randall to kill the Morrison tariff 
bill. They were unable to beat the Mills bill. 
Their backbones may be stiffened now after 
they have seen how their party was laid out 
by the Wilson bill, even with its Gorman 
patches. But if these fiery Democrats of 
Minnesota have their way the Republicans 
will be perfectly satisfied. They will hold the 
winning cards then. 


TREATMENT FOR SILVER LUNATICS. 

There are a lot of fellows in this country 
who advocate “ free coinage at 16 to 1,” 
when they are well aware that the commer- 
cial ratio of the values of equal weights of 
gold and silver is nearly 34 to 1. They know 
that the only countries in which silver is at 
par on the 16 to 1 ratio, or near it, are those 
that have stopped the coining of silver, and 
that itis not at par in a single free silver 
country. They must be aware that in every 
free silver land the quantity of silver in the 
United States dollar has-a purchasing power 
of less than 50 cents. Yet they pretend to 
walt free coinage’ because they say it 
would give us more money, and claim there 


is not enough money for the needs of busi- 


ness. They must be crazy, and are danger- 


_ ously so, because they want a great mischief 
‘to be inflicted on the people. 


They are stark, 
staring mad, as mad as is the man who fancies 
he is made of glass or that tho moon is made 
of green cheese, Some of them are in Con- 
gress, others in State Legislatures, and still 
others are engaged in conducting newspapers. 
They are scattered here and there all over the 
land, and their conduct is a menace to the 
welfare oi society. What shall be done with 
them ? 

Their proper place is in the lunatic asylum. 
They should be arrested quietly, and with as 
little discomfort to themselves as may be, 
and tried by a jury competent to pass on the 
question of their sanity or insanity. In the 
case of a man like Bland it would be easy to 
find thousands of witnesses to his crazy utter- 
ances, and there are several others whose in- 
sanity on the silver question could be attested 
by hundreds, while for the less prominent 
ones the amount of evidence would be lim- 
ited. In case of conviction they should be 
sent to a lunatic asylum, where mild and 
gentle treatment is the rule. Perhaps it 
would be well at first to give them mild 
novels to read or other books to suit theif en- 
feébled mental capacities, the tendency of 
which would be to draw off their thoughts 
from the one subject on which they are most 
crazy. Afterwards, when the fever of their 
lunacy has somewhat abated, they could be 
given a little easy reading on political .econ- 
omy, and thus gradually led up to a range 
of sound thought. Then, after this, the pa- 
tient should be subjected toan examination, 
and if it was found that the evil spirit had de- 
parted out of him he might be restored to his 
afflicted family. 

It may be objected that this mode of deal- 
ing with the silver lunatics would cost a great 
deal of money, full worth money at that, 
would oblige the people to pay for the build- 
ing of more asylums and pay more salaried 
officers to take entre of the patients because 
there are so many who need or deserve the 
treatment. Butin reality it would be far

‘tng place and attack a member of the com- 
munity, It really would be a money-saving 
business to take these fellows and try them for 
lunacy, as suggested, and put them into luna- 
tic asylums to be cured. Probably most of 
them would be relieved of their delusion by a 
course of mild, gentle treatment, and become 
sane and respectable members of society, 
‘while if the worst of them remained locked 
up until released by the visit of the king of 
terrors the public would be much better off 
than if they were allowed to roam at large. 


ALLEGED INDUSTRIAL STATISTICS, 

A Washington expert is reported to have 
been making an investigation of the wage 
question for the Census committee of the 
Senate. Among other deductions said to have 
been made by him are the following: Labor | 
received a smaller percentage of the product 
in 1890 than in 1880, and still less as com- 
pared with 1850. In 1850 the share of labor 
was 53 and of capital 47 per cent. In 1880 
labor got 48 and. capital 52, and in 1890 
labor only received 43 while capital took the 
other 57 per cent. “In other words the 
laborer 1s now getting but four-fifths as much 
as formerly, while the capitalist is getting six- 
fifths,”’ 

If any such deduction as this be made from 
a study of the census figures, or of any other 
figures, it is safe to set it down as rot,“ un- 
mitigated rot. No doubt the labor employed 
directly in the processes of production gets a 
smaller shar: than formerly. a larger propor- 
tion of the work being done by machinery or 
by the aid of other appliances which are labor 
savers, though not usually known as ma- 
chines. But who made the machines that 
now partially displace human labor and who 
have to keep on making machines tu take the 
places of those worn out, as well as to effect 
improvements on former processes of produc- 
tion? It may be all very well in the esti- 
timation of those who pose as “ statisticians ”’ 
to say that the capitalist takes the 
pay for the greater share of work done by 
machinery as compared with a few years ago. 
But for what purpose does hetakeit? To 
pay for the labor, not only for the past, but 
for labor in the current production of appli- 
ances for saving labor, while it should be re- 
membered that neither that labor of the past 
nor that of the present would be wanted or 
paid for but fora measurable certainty that 
the employer paying for it would be reim- 
bursed for his outlay of time, energy, and 
money. Those appliances for shaping,. put- 
ting together, transporting, etc., constitute 
capital, and a very live kind of capital. They 
cannot be done without and cannot be had 
for use unless paid for, this remark applying 
to buildings as well as to” their contained 
facilities for makmg previous labor aid the 
efficiency of present and subsequent labor. 

As vastly more machinery is in use now for 
manufacturing and transporting both raw 
material and product (for nearly all of what 
is called raw material is. itself a product of 
labor) than was wanted ten years ago, still 
more than forty years previous to 1890, it is 
obvious that the machine share of labor has 
much increased and with it the share taken by 
those workers who toil in produemg the ma- 
chinery, etc. This share ought in all fairness 
to be counted in with the share of labor, and 
if it be so counted it will be seen that labor 
actually receives a greater percentage of the 
total production than formerly, instead of 
less. If it be objected that this part of the 
share of labor is received by the capitalists, 
even that objection is of no value, for the em- 
ployer has to pay for the use and renewal of 
the machinery. In other words he has to pay 
the wages (through others) of a vast amount 
of labor which the census statistics do not 
credit to labor simply for the reason that they 
take account only of the direct processes and 
do not take any note of much of the labor 
that is absolutely essential to the processes 
covered by the census figures. 

Furthermore, the census statistics lead up 
to fearfully erroneous conclusions in regard 
to the total share of labor in production, be- 
cause they count in labor only once while 
counting material several times over. ‘They 
count the hide of the steer as raw material to 
the tanner, though it has been produced at 
great labor by the farmer and some by the 
butcher. They count the leathér of the tan- 
ner as raw material to the manufacturer of 
boots and shoes. belting, or harness, though 
the production of the leather has been accom- 
plished only by paying wages to numerous 
other workers than those here mentioned, As 
a consequence the last finished product is re- 
ported to have paid (say) 20 per cent to labor, 
when in reality the different classes of work- 
ers have received nearer to 80 per cent of the 
last selling value of the leather as made up 
into foot-wear, harness, or machine belting; 
and so with a great range of other products, 
Statistics which can be quoted as supporting 
such erroneous conclusions are a nuisance 
rather than a help, and it is a thousand pities 
that they should be handied by a set of dolts 
with the result of spreading widely and wildly 
wrong notions in regard to the relative posi- 
tions of capital and labor. 


Tun policemen are subscribing half a dollar 
apiece to defray the expenses of getting a bill 
through the Legislature to take the police out 
of politics. Their plan for doing it is to 
ha ve a “ non-partisan’ State commission ap- 
pointed. by the Governor. That would take 
the Chicago police force out from under the 
hands of Hopkins but would place them in 
those of Altgeld. He never has shown that 
he was any less of a partisan than Hopkins. 
If he had the bossing of the patrolmen he 
would simply make them part of his political 
machine. They would be ruled from the 
State Capitol instead of from the City Hall. 
Nothing would be gained by that. Nor can 
anything be gained by having the control of 
the police force transferred from Chicago to 
Springfiell, That would be a confession that 
the city cannot manage its own affairs. The 
man at the head of the police force should be 
the Mayor of Chicago, but he should be a 
Mayor who has been peremptorily and effec. 
tually taken out of politics, and the force 
under him should be governed by civil serv- 
ice rules which he cannot violate with impu- 
nity. A commission is dishonest or imbecile, 
and often both. It may be non-partisan, and 
yet be wallowing in corruption. A commis. 
sion appointed by a Governor would be a 
hopelessly irresponsible body, which the peo. 
ple could not get at or call to account. When 
the Mayor is in charge of the police and there 
is a law on the statute books for his speedy re- 
moval if he makes a bad use of his powers 
there is a way in which the people can punish 
at once any attempt to force the police into 
politics,
